Under date of June 17, 1922, the occurrence, since June 7, 1922, 

of 30 cases of cholera with 11 deaths, was reported at St. George's 

Island quarantine station, Saloniki, Greece. The cases occurred 

among passengers of a vessel which arrived at Saloniki with Russian 

refugees on board. 

JAMAICA. 

Alastrim. 

During the two weeks ended June 10, 1922, 36 new cases of alastrim 
were reported in the island of Jamaica. During the week ended 
June 17, 1922, 234 new cases of alastrim were reported in the island 
and the disease was stated to be epidemic. 1 The occurrence was 
reported in seven parishes, the greatest number of cases in one 
locality, viz, 187, being reported in St. James Parish. 

Typhoid Fever — Kingston and Vicinity. 

During the three weeks ended June 17, 1922, 15 cases of typhoid 

fever were reported at Kingston and 48 cases in the surrounding 

country. 

NEWFOUNDLAND. 

Mortality, 1921 — Decrease in Mortality from Tuberculosis. 

During the year 1921, 3,497 deaths were reported in the island of 
Newfoundland. Of this number, 389 were due to tuberculosis, a 
decrease of 1 10 from that for the year 1920. This decrease is explained 
as the result of work in combating the disease. The death rate per 
1,000 of the population was stated to be the lowest recorded for this 
disease in the colony, viz, 1.47.
